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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: regarding claim 29, Applicants argue that "the metal 
iron or a metal ion in the metallic salt is reduced to form a metallic thin film" and" does not contain metal ion or a metallic salt." However, 
Kawamura et al. clearly shows hydrophilic region i.e. respective layer contain metallic salt see paragraph [0247]. 

Applicants further argue that "polyvinylpyrrolidone possibly in the form of other porous material that does not mean that polyvinylpyrrolidone 
is inherently porous or porous as a certainty." The polyvinylpyrrolidone itself may not be "inherently" porous, however polybinylpyrrolidone is 
porous since the hydrophilic surface comprises polyvinylpyrrolidone i.e. respective layer is impregnating by conductive (see paragraphs 
[0024 and 0247-0248]) polymer and the present of conductive polymer in the polyvinylpyrrolidone will convent the hydrophilic surface 
comprises polyvinylpyrrolidone to porous. 

Regarding 76, Applicant argues that styrene-4-sulfonyl sodium acetate does not mean ingoing particles." However, Kawamura shows a 
polymer film comprises a (styrene-4- sulfonyl) sodium acetate salt wherein the sodium acetate is inorganic material. The claim states that 
the receptive layer contains inorganic particles. The Examiner has given the claim the broadest, reasonable interpretation, per MPEP 2111, 
and since the layer is disclosed by Kawamura to contain (syrene-4suflonyl) sodium acetate salt, which itself contains the inorganic particles 
of sodium acetate salt, the Examines finds that the material indeed contains sodium acetate salt, which are inorganic particles; hence 
Kawamura discloses the claimed limitation. 
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
